of chocolnte ami put theiii into a stewpau 
with two ouuces of sugar, a pint of milk.aud 
a kfilf pint of ITeiiin: lot it boil until a third 
of it is consumed, find when half cold beat 
up tho yolks of six ogg« with it; strain the

INDIAN MKAL PUDDINH.—-Put three pints 


of now milk on tho stove to scald; then put 
seven tablespoonfuls of corn meal in your 
pudding dish; pour on molasses enough to 
wot it; stir it up; pour on tho scalding milk, 
stirring thoroughly; put in n piece of butter 
of the size of an egg; bent three eggs in a 
bowl; add one teacupful of cold milk to 
them; stir into tho pudding, with one tea- 
cupful of raisins, a little salt, giuger and 
cinnamon.
